Senators Wilson and Carter 
Indorse Newspaper’s Fight 
to Enforce Party’s Agree- 
ments, and Oppose Recon- 
sideration of Vote. 





POST-DISPATCH BUREAU, JEF- 
FERSON CITY, March 21.—Yielding to 
the pleas of the St. Louis police lobby, 
Senator Carter M. Buford of Reynolds 
County and other Democratic members 
planned today to pass the police salary 
increase bill, following a reconsidera- 
tion of the vote by which the measure 
was killed Tuesday. 

Senator Buford and other Senators 
were told, as they subsequently told the 
Post-Dispatch correspondent, that if the 
police salary bills went through the po- 
lice would be friendly to Dr. Simon's 
candidacy) Senators. Brogan, Kinney 
and Cassidy approved the view that with 
the activity of the police the success of 
the Democratic ticket would be  as- 
sured. 

.Lobby Loses First Skirmish. 

The police lobby was beaten in the 
initial skirmish to force reconsideration 
of the vote by which the Senate on 

defeated the bills. 

é@ motion to reconsider was offered 
by Senator Cain, Democrat, of Stoddard 
County, who went on record against 


‘the police bill three days ago. President 


Painter asked Cain how he had voted on 
the proposition te lay the bill on the ta- 
bie. 
“I voted against it,”’ answered Cain. 
At this point Senator Wilson of 
Piatté called for “regular order of 
business.” The Senate by resolution 


p yesterday adopted what is known as a 


“special calendar’ for the purpose of 
facilitating the passage of all import- 
ant measures now pending. 

Consideration of bills on the special 
calendar takes priority over all other 
procedure and no departure therefrom 
is permissible without the Senate's 
unanimous consent. Accordingly, Pres- 
ident Painter upheld Wilson's protest 
against Cain's motion. 

Senators in Consultation. 

When the Chair announced its rul- 
ings, Senator Cain sat down, apparently 
embarrassed and confused. There was 
a hurried consultation between Senators 
Cassidy and Brogan of St. Louis. They 
threshed over the rules of the Senate 
to find a parliamentary loophole, to 
get recognition of the Chair on the re- 
consideration motion. 

"We are not whipped yet,’’ said Cas- 
gidy to the Post-Dispatch correspondent. 
I will make the motion myself to recon- 
sider the police bills, as I voted ‘no’ on 
ihe vote by which it was laid on the 
table.”” In demanding regular order, 
Senator Wilson was seconded by Sena- 
tor Alroy Phillips of St. Louis. 

About 75 bills are on the special calen- 
@ar and these cannot possibly be dis- 
posed of before tomorrow. The _ ttme 
limit on the motion to reconsider the 
police bills expires at midnight tonight. 
Unless they can find some parliament- 
ary way out of the present dilemma, the 
senatorial champions of the police are 


‘certain to suffer a Waterloo. 


The bill adds $230,000 a year to the 
tutal annual budget of the St. Louls 
department. It is in direct conflict 
with that provision of the Home Rule 
luw, just signed by the Governor, which 
empowers the Municipal Assembly to 
fix the salaries and compensation of 
the Police Department employes. 

Police Sergeants William T. Jeans and 
George T. Campbell have camped on the 
trail of the Democratic majority in the 


‘Benate since the pvlice bills were lost 


three days ago. 

It wag the general impression of mem- 
bers that, after the bill had been finally 
tabled, it could not be reconsidered ex- 
cept on a two-thirds vote, which would 
require 23 out of the 3% members of the 
Senate. President Painter of the Sen- 
ate says a majority vote is sufficient to 
insure reconsideration. 

An attempt was made to call up the 
bill before adjournment late yesterday 
afternoon, but Senator Cain, who of- 
fered the motion, forgot the number of 
the bill and accordingly decided to defer 
action until today.

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JEFFERSON CITY, March 21. 
HERE is the proposition in- 
volved in the Senate contro- 
versy over the St. Louis po- 
lice salary increase bills. 

Section 9808 of the home rule po- 
lice law just enacted repeals sec- 
tion 9803 of the Revised Statuos of 
1909 and provides that the Munici- 
pal Assembly shall have absolute 
power over the financial affairs 
of the St. Louis Police Department, 
both as to making appropriation 
for all expenses and in fixing sal- 
aries. 


House bill No. 269, which proposes 
to increase police salaries, amends 
Section 9808 of the Revised Stat- 
utes of 1909, a. section which the 
home rule bill already had repealed. 
An amendment to the House Dill 
repeals Section 9808 and enacts a 
section under which the Municipal 
Assembly is limited to a minimum 
wage scale in the fixing of sal- 
aries. This minimun provides for 
the increases the police have asked 
for. The increase is about 1) 
per cent.

says he finally found a cure in St. Louis. 
He is about to return to his business 
cuties, after a considerable absence, 
the cure having been effected with- 
out surgery by a St. Louis physician. 

Col. Butler said to a Post-Dispatch _re- 
porter Friday morning that he believes 
nis trouble is gone for good. The sue 
cessful treatment began about three 
Weeks ago, and finished ten days 
later. The place from which it was re- 
moved, he says, is almost healed over. 

Tells of Long Search for Cure. 

At his home, 4484 West Pine boulevard, 
Col. Butler told in detail’ of His long 
search for relief by traveling and cor- 
respondence with European specialists. 

He first observed the cancer, he said, 
about four and one-half years ago, when 
a small white spot appeared on the right 
side of his face opposite the bottom of 
the ear. It irritated him and he 
scratched it. He consulted many local 
physicians. One of them told him it was 
some skin affliction and that the sore 
should be cut out. Another said it was 
of no consequence. 

“Go home, forget it, 
this doctor. 

Finally a physician told Col. Butler 

he had a cancer and advised him to 
have it removed by surgery. Mrs. But- 
ler, however, protested against the use 
of the knife. 
Col. Butler used several waxes spe- 
cially prepared, containing acids which 
were supposed to absorb the affected 
tissue. One he imperted from Buda- 
pest. He found it necessary to wear 
a black pad over the spot and to have 
it dressed two or three times a day. 

Col. Butler is a director of the St. 
Louls Skin and Cancer Hospital. The 
physicians there, he states, told ‘him 
that cutting was the only thing to do. 
Six months ago the ear became affected. 

A friend gave Col. Butler the name of 
Dr. A. J. Miller as the physician who 
had cured him. 

Dr. Miller, Col. Butler said, finst ap- 
plied some kind .of acid, Then he put 
on a prepared wax, which the Colonel 
said looked somewhat like that which 
he had received from Budapest. 

“The treatment was painful,” sai-i 
Col. Butler. ‘I was under opiates for 
four days.

A verdict that Arthur G. Godair, of 
4917 McPherson avenue, was killed as a 
‘result of the crimina! carelessness of 
Raymond, of 4237 Debmar boule- 
vard, a chauffeur for the Star Auto Liv- 
ery Co., Was returned by a coronor’s 
jury Friday. The verdict ordered that 
Raymond be held for the grand jury. 

Godair was killed at Boyle and Me- 
Pherson avenues at 6:30 p. m., Wednes- 
Cay, when a southbourd Maryland av- 
enue car struck the automobile in 
which he was returning home after a 
three weeks’ absence from the city. 

Alonzo Church of 4 Lenox place tes- 
tified at the inquest that he was on the 
street car when it struck the automo- 
bile. The street car was going at a 
high rate of speed. he said. 

No other eviderice was introduced to 
show whether Church's surmise was 
correct. 

Raymond, the chauffeur, seemed deep- 
ly affected when he told of the acci- 
dent. 

‘“‘When I tried to get across the street 
in front of the car I wasn’t thinking of 
my own safety at all, but I was trying 
to save the life of that man in the rear 
seat,”’ he said. 

As the automobile, going west on Mc- 
Pherson avenue, approached the Mary- 
land tracks on Boyle, Raymond said, he 
sounded his horn. Hearing no street 
car bell, he thought the tracks were 
clear. His speedometer then showed a 
speed of 16 miles an hour, he said. 
When the front wheels of his machine 
nad crossed the northbound tracks he 
saw the street car. There was not then 
time to stop without a collision, he 
said. 

He believed he could get across the 
street ahead of the car and tried to 
do it. The car struck the rear wheels 
of the automobile, turning it around and 
dashing it against a stone pillar at the 
curb.

Automobiles in Ruins of Three 
Structures Where Fire Loss 
Is Put at $12,000. 





Fire of undetermined origin destroyed 
three buildings at 912 to 920 North Twen- 
tieth street occupied by the Pure Food 
Eroducts Co:, at 3 o’clock this morning. 
Mrs. Ella J. Burnham, a widow, who 
cperates the concern and who sleeps 
alone in one of the buildings, was 


awakened by her Scotch collie ‘'Toady,”’ 


and escaped. 

Mrs. Burnham iives in apartments ad- 
jcining the office ina three-story brick 
building. When she was awakened she 
found the dog on the bed tugging at 
her garments. The building was in 


flames, and smoke was coming threugh 
the partitions. 
Misses Dog and Jewels. 

She ran out of the building and went 
to a neighbor’s home. An alarm of 
fire had been turned in by Ralph Lister 
of Ferguson, who was passing when he 
saw the flames. 

When Mrs. Burnham found her dog 
had not followed her, she also discov- 
ered that her necklace holding a chamois 
bag containing diamonds valued by her 
at $3000 was missing. She also had for- 
gotten, in her haste, to take $190 in 
bills from a dresser drawer. 

She ran back and, on the bed found 
the necklace and jewels and from the 
dresser she recovered the ‘money. 

When she called to her dog a whine 
from under a chair revealed that the 
animal had crouched there and was 
almost suffocated. She took the animal 
and got out of the building safely with 
her valuables. 

Loss Is Put at $12,000. 

The loss is estirnated by Mrs. Burn- 
nam at $12,000. The plant occupied a 
three-story brick building, a two-story 
brick structure in the rear, and a large 
frame ,building.  9G8 thre@. structures 
and their contents ‘were destroyed. The 
heavy wind at that hour fanned the 
flames and made hard work for the 
firemen. 

A seven-passenger autimobile and sev- 
en delivery wagons were in the property 
burned. The stock destroyed consist- 
ed mainly of the products of the con- 
cern, potato chips, mustard, horseradish, 
hominy and cookies. 

Mrs. Burnham has conducted the busi- 
ness since the death of her husband, 
Gilbert Ll. Burnham, a year ago. She 
told a Post-Dispatch -reporter Friday 
that she made the rounds of the build- 
ing at midnight. She said.that the fire 
might have originated in hominy cookers 
in which a fire is kept all night.

Boats Missing at Sandusky, One

POPLAR BLUFF, Mu., March 21.—A 
cyclone swept this section last night at 
11:15 o’clock. Damage done in this city 
and immediate territory is estimated at 
not less than $106,000. Only one person 
was seriously hurt, according to re- 
ports received thus far. The storm trav- 
eled about 85 miles an hour. 

Dozens of homes and business houses 
were unroofed and hundreds of win- 
dows shattered. One hundred and fifty 
telegraph poles between Williamsville 
and Hoxie, Ark., were blown down and 
until noon today there was no tele- 
rrophic communication with St. Louis. 

The lighting and telephone plants here 
were badly crippled. ' Farms in Butler 
County were heavily damaged. In- 
tense cold followed the storm and Ilst- 
ed for several hours.

The modern 
soliceman is much more than a husky 
individual with a club. He is a man 
of intelligence, an officer of the ,.mu- 
nicipality intrusted with the ehforeing 
of scores of complex and important or- 
dinances. He has to possess perfect 
health, a great deal of special knowl- 
edge, complete self-control in difficult 
situations and large common sense. 

“The work is worth the salary named 
in the bill. Its passing will enable the 
Police Commissioners to command a 
higher grade of ability for the guarding 
of the city. The foree will be better 
able to retain its best men.”

“Stand 
up and act as if you were not afraid 
of the whole Senate.” - 

But at the last Moment, Cain, after 
the President had recognized him, for- 
got the number of the police bill which 
he proposed should be reconsidered. 

Senators Francis M. Wilson and 
Charles Carter of Clark County, both 
Democrats, refused to be drawn into 
the police agreement, on the ground 
that the Democratic party in the State 
would be embarrassed if .the Legisla- 
ture, after giving St. Louis home rule, 
sought to invalidate a part of the law 
by taking the salary-fixing provision out 
of the hands of the Municipal Assembly. 

“The statement has been made that 
the police will be able to Kelp Dr. Simon 
in the St. Louis’ election,’’ said 
Senator Carter. ‘I do not know wheth- 
er the police can deliver votes down 
there or not, but surely they can’t be 
serious abouf this matter. 

“Ts it possible that public officers 


tion on the city of St. Louis on the plea 
of political power? 

“These police officers have no busi- 
ness up here. They ought to be down in 
St. Louis walking their beats. I think 
Gov. Major ought to investigate at once 
the activities of this lobby. Somebody 
in high authority in St. Louis is re- 
sponsible for their presence.

“T have never seen a more disgrace- 
ful situation in my life.

The nocturnal oratory period of the 
mayoralty campaign, with only a dozen 
nights to run, opened in full blast Thurs-

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BLEWITT CRITICISES 
CRITIC OF HIGH SCHOOLS 


Charge That Schools Here Haye | 
Not Enough Optional Courses” 
Is Denied. 


At the request of President Tittmann 
of the Board of Education, Supt. Blew- 
ett has issued a statement in reply to 
the assertion of Dr. Calvin O. Davis, 4 
Harvard educational expert, that St. 
Louis high schools are “unpedagogical, 
unsocial and undemocratic.” 

Dr. Davis’ assertion was made in 4 
report on the schools of New York 
City, which he condemned for their 
failure to provide a choice of subjects 
of study. -In connection with New 
York he mentioned — other cities 
as not being up to date in the propor- 
tion of optional studies in high school 
courses. He placed Cleveland and 8t. 
Louis next to New York. 

In his statement in reply to. this, 
Supt. Blewett declared Dr. Davis to be 
a “theoretical expert, very much mis- 
informed as to conditions in St. Louis.” 
He said at least one-fourth of the en- 
tire high school curriculum was elec- 
tive, and that there were 11 elective 
courses, designed to afford as wide a 
range as possible. St. Louis is ahead 
of most other cities in this matter, he 
said.

ONTELLS OF 
FIGHT ON GRAFT, 
LOSS OF HIS JOB 


Explains His Side of Removal 
as Health Commissioner Under 
Mayor Wells. 


“SAVED MONEY TO CITY” 





Democratic Candidate for Mayor 
Says His System Gave Better 
Food to Patients. 





Dr. John H. Simon, Democratic nom- 
inee for Mayor, made a statement to 
the Post-Dispatch Friday, covering the 


charges made in the trial which result- 
ed in his removal from the office of 
Health Commissioner in 1905. An article 
stating these charges, and detailing 
some of the testimony given against 
Dr. Simon, was printed in Wednesday’s 
Post-Dispatch. 

At the time when Dr. Simon was 
Health Commissioner that office had 
powers and responsibilities which it 
does not now have, and was essentially 
a political office. The Health Commis- 
sioner had supervision of the city’s 
charitable institutions, now controlled 
by the Hospital Board, and had the 
power to appoint all the employes of 
those institutions except the superin- 
tendents,.- who were named by the 
Mayor. 

Simon’s Statement. 
Dr. Simon mentioned this fact in his 
statement, and then went on to say: 
‘My predecessor, Dr. Starkloff, had 
been very lentent with the superintend- 
ents of the different institutions. He 
had let them make their own appoint- 
ments and send in their own requisi- 
tions, and had avoided friction with 
them, even at the sacrifice of some of 
the authority he might properly have 
exercised. 
“The result was that those superin- 
tendents were spoiled, and that they re- 
garded themselves as autocrats in their 
institutions. 
“On my first day in office, the assist- 
ant Health Commissioner called my at- 
tention to the fact that it was my duty 
to make appointments in all the insti- 
tutions. I decided that some change 
would be needed, so I called in the su- 
perintendents and told them that, 
thenceforth, the Health Commissioner 
was going to name the appointees in 
the different institutions. 


“Spoils Politician.” 

“Right there is where the charge that 
I am a ‘spoils politician’ comes in. And 
I may as well say that I am a spoils 
politician, to this extent, that if two or 
three applicants for a place are equally 
worthy and qualified, I believe in giv- 
ing it to a Democrat. I do not believe 
in placing party ahead of efficiency. 

“I have kept some Republicans who 
were conspicuously good and fit men. 
Maj. Osthaus, Con Maloney and several 
physicians whom I kept in the depart- 
ment service were Republicans. But 
my rule is to give my party the best 
of it, and if that makes me a spoils 
politician I will have to be one. 

“One of the first things that 
pressed me in the Health Department 
was the enormous quantity of supplies 
bought for the institutions. I sent to 
the Quartermaster-General's office in 
Washington and learned the amount of 
food consumed by soldiers and the aver- 
age for each man. I figured out our 
purchases and found that the patients 
in our institutions were getting more 
food for each individual than the sol- 
diers. 

“It did not seem reasonable to me

hard to get any sort of employes at 
the pay which the city provided—$30 a 
month for painters, $20 a month for 
scrubwomen, $15 for watchmen, and the 
like. We used to advertise in the 
papers for applicants for those places. 
If one of these miserably-paid employes 
got drunk and was fired, I was glad 
enough to take him back when he, 
sobered up, because I could not get any- 
one else, and someone had to do the 
work. It is simply not true that I re- 
appointed. anyone who had been dis- 
charged for brutality. Some men who 
drank too much when they were at 
institutions near saloons proved all right 
when I sent them to Quarantine. 

“Out of probably 1800 persons who filled 
the 600 positions while I was Health 
Commissioner, and many of whom made 
next to nothing, they found some 33 
who were not all that they should have 
been. Not a very startling percentage, 
is it? 

Board of Health Meetings. 

“As to the charge that I refused to 
see the superintendents, it is true that 
I asked the superintendents to put their 
communications to me in writing as 
far as they could. They were too long- 
winded in their talks in my office, and 
I was very busy. 

“Then, as to the charges thrat I did not 
attend Board of Health meetings and 
that I did not give the required time 
to the work of my office, I didn’t miss 
more than one board meeting in 10, ex- 
cept during four months when I was 
laid up with an attack of pneumonia. 
Mayor Wells’ secretary figured in these 
four months’ absence and thus made 
quite a showing of absences. Whenever 
I was absent at other times, it was on 
official business—on two or three occa- 
sions as the result of a court subpena 
or a grand jury summons. 

“The law required that I should be at 
my e@ffice at 9 a. m. daily. Most days 


I was not there until 9:30 or 10. 





But I 
did stay until 4, § or 6 p. m., and then, 
weekdays and Sundays, I went back 
after supper and worked until midnight. 
What was I doing there so late? For 
one thing, I was preparing the new 
mortuary record system, based on the 
international classification of diseases. 
For another thing, I wrote a complete 
book of health regulations for citizens, 
in English and German. I worked on 
plans for garbage disposal. Also my 
work on the graft cases was done at 
night hours, when I would not be dis- 
turbed. But because I was not there at 
9 a. m. the law’s technicality was in- 
voked against me. 
Workhouse Visits. 

“As to the charge of failure to visit 
the workhouse. That was the most ri- 
diculous of the charges on which the 
Mayor tried me after he had preferred 
the charges through his secretary. When 
the charges were served on me and I 
read the charge that I had failed to visit 
the workhouse, as required by ordinance, 
I aslred Assistant Health Commissioner 
Francis why he had not told me of this 
duty. I had never heard of it. He re- 
plied that the requirement had been ob+ 
solete since the passage of an ordinance 
20 years before, creating a workhouse 
physician, but that through an over- 
sight it had not been repealed.” 

In the trial and removal of Dr. Simon, 
Mayor Wells was prosecutor, judge and 
jury. A court upheld the Mayor’s pow- 
er to remove, without entering into the 


merits of the charges.

that sick people should eat more than 
soldiers, so I investigated, and found 
that the city was being defrauded by 
collusion between dealers and minor 
employes of the commissary depar<- 
‘|}ments in the institutions. I found that 
stewards were receiving 200 bushels of 
vegetables and receipting for 400, and 
were getting 300 pounds of meat and 
receipting for 600, and I caught some 
of them with checks which the contrac- 
tors had given them as their monthly 
‘divy.’ There was no law to punish 
them, and there is none yet, although 
I tried to get the Legislature to pass 
one. 

“In discharging them, I had to fire 
others who worked with them. The 
superintendents were piqued because 
Ih found out things that they nad 
failed to find out, and soon they were 
in rebellion, with Dr. Brown of <h3 
city hospital as the leader. Drs. Brown, 
Dibrecht and Atkins used to meet to 
frame up trouble for me. 

No Asparagus Tips. 

“They used to send in requisitions 
for expensive articles of food for thalr 
own tables. I would turn down. the 
requisitions. I used to tell them I 
believed in good eating, but that as- 
paragus tips and the like were ito» 
expensive for me to buy for my own 
table, and that they shouldn't expect 
the city to provide them with such 
juxuries. Thin French glasses, costing 
about $1 apiece, were another table 
article that some of them wanted, but 
did not get. 

‘The records show that I saved the 
city $5000 a month on supplies and it 
is well known that I gave the patients 
more and better food than they had 
been getting. 

“When I removed the clerk of one 
of the institutions, I sent out a man 
recommended to me by Councilman 
Boyce as an experienced clerk. I Ict 
fall the remark, in my office, that the 
man had been recommended by Col. 
Hd. Butler and another § politician, 
neither of whom, in fact, knew a thing 
fabout him. I did that because I de- 
lieved there was a ‘leak’ in my office, 
and I found out my suspicion was cor- 
rect, for when the man got to the in- 
stitution, he was turned away without 
a trial, and the superintendent went tc 
the Mayor's office to complain of the 
incompetent whom I had sent him. 
Capt. Boyee called on the Mayor about 
the same time, and things were 
dtraightened out.

ATHENS, March 21.—The body of the 
late King George will be placed aboard 
a warship at Saloniki, March 26, and 
transported to Athens, arriving here the 
following day. 
King Constantie, after he is crowned 
today, will proceed to Saloniki, accom- 
panied by Premier Venizelos and witb 
the Dowager Queen OA and the other 
members of the royal family return 
here with the King’s body. | 
The funeral probably will take place 
March 30, as the lying-in-state will oc- 
cupy three days. Military honors will 
be shown, not only by the Athens gar- 
rison, but by an entire military division, 
which has been ordered here for that 
purpose. 





Monarch to Be Buried in Clothing He 
Wore When Killed. 


SALONIKI, March 21.—The examina- 
tion of the body of King George dis- 


Schinas plerced the lungs and heart. The 
death of the King must have been prac- 
tically instantaneous. The smile which 
still illuminates the face shows that 
the end was peaceful. . 

It was found impossible to remove the 
clothing of the King; therefore he will 
be buried in the field uniform which he 
was Wearing at the time of his death. 





Acquaintance Describes Assassin of 
Greek King. 


NEW YORK, March 21.—The Greek 
newspaper Atlantis will publish a letter 
written by’ Basil Batzgndéulis of this city, 
who claims personal acquaintance with 
Shinas and says the man was an 
anarchist, but never entéred politics 
and was not a candidate for election to 
the Boule, or Greek Chamber of Depu- 
ties, as reported. 

“Aleko Schinas comes from the village 
of Kanalia,’’ the statement reads. ‘‘He 
has a brother in Volo named Hercules 
Schinas, who has a shop there. There 
the assassin worked as an assistant, but 
they had a quarrel and Aleko came to 
America. Here hé could not stand the 
heavy work and returned to Greece. 

“The statement that he was the found- 
er of a school of anarchism is untrue, 
and he had no idea of entering politics. 
He was known as a man who loved iso- 
lation and his backgammon. He wore 
a beard and was an anarchist. He is 
no more than 33 years old, short in 
stature and slightly hump-backed.”’

Dear reader, to refresh our hopes and renew 
our civic purpose shall we turn a moment from 
urban ugliness to bucolic charm? Shall we ban- 
ish the gloomy charcoal picture of dirty con- 
gested streets and packed street cars to dwell 
upon a bright vision of Arcadian comforts? How 
invigorating it is to learn that in this world of 
care there is one haven where the wicked cease 
from crowding and the weary passenger may 
rest! Then shut your ears to the wails of strap- 
hangers suffering with flatfoot and list to the 
paean of a contented patron. Col. Culpe 
fetches us the following, which his friend 
Bill Buckner addressed to the Culpeper Creek 
Clation and the New York Sun, describing the 
trolley service in Col, Bill’s old home town, Win- 
chester, Ky., where, among other things, they 


have a seat for each: 

The public bé pleased policy has reached 
its apotheosis in the city of Winchester, Ky. 
The street car line there extends from the 
railroad station on the north of the city 
to the outskirts of the residence section on 
the south, a distance of perhaps two miles. 
The service consists of one electric car in 
charge of Carroll Azbill, who is both motor- 
man and conductor. If his car is going 
south Azbill will reverse his trolley on re- 
quest and take you north, if he can do go 
without irreparable injury to his schedule; 
he will wait for you a reasonable length 
of time if you are not ready to go when his 
car comes along; he gives whatever assist- 
ance is necessary in the matter of getting 
your grips and valises on and off the car, 
and in the case of ladies eyen to and from 
your front porch. 

If you advise him of your desire to go to 
the station for a certain train, he will stop 
his car in front of your house and clang his 
bell until you make your appearance,- and if 
you do not come he leaves his car and rings 
your doorbell. I might record many in- 
stances of his perfect courtesy, but. will 
add only this-one: A fond mother who re- 
sides on the extreme north of the city not 
infrequently straps her infant in his chair, 
wheels him aboard the street car and sends 
him unaccompanied to his grandmother, 
whose home is on the car line a mile and a 
half away. After a visit of a few hours the 
infant makes his return trip in the same 
manner, and neither mother nor grand- 
mother has suffered the least uneasiness the 
while. 

Now that is the way things are ordered 
there. Any other kind of services would not 
fit into the life of the community. What- 
ever he may desire to be, the conductor of 
the Winchester street railway inevitabl¥ 
becomes a perfect gentleman. He cannot 
travel day in and day out with his passen- 
gers and remain just an ordinary conductor.

Under your editorial, “An Axless Postmaster-

rules of the civil service’ three names will be 
“certified” for each appointment and the Postof- 
fice Department will select the incumbent from 
these. Since when, will you please state to tif 
readers of your paper, did civil service rules re-‘ 
form? This “certification” of three eligibles has 
led to more pea-nut political juggling in the small 
postoffices of the country already .than if the 
offices and employes were all under the “spoils 
system.” You can wager your bottom dollar that 
when there is a small office to be filled in the 
average place (the large.cities excepted), someone 
“always” has the “recommending” of the man who 
is the lucky one of the three‘ certified’ and the 
“department” almost always follows tne “rec- 
ommendations” of their_.local representative (the 
Postmaster). The Civil Service Commission al- 
most invariably print on the opposite side of your 
grade sheet—that the “commission” is powerless 
to interfere with the “proper discretion” vested 
in the appointing officer, which allows him to se- 
lect anyone of the three names certified. 
Where the present Civil Service rules are weak 
can be easily seen. There should be a statute to 
the effect that when an appointing officer chooses 
other than the highest eligible he should be re- 
quired to file his reasons in writing and they 
should be made a record of the commission.

Friends of Bill Overturning Su- 
preme Court Decision Expect 
Major to Sign It. 





POST-DISPATCH BUREAU, JEF- 
FERSON CITY, -Mo., Mareh 21.—The 
Legislature has passed a bill to permit 
the Standard Oil Co. of Indiana to con- 
tinue its business in Missouri, notwith- 
standing the decree of ouster issued by 
the Supreme Court, and friends of the 
measure say Gov. Major will sign it. 

The fact that the passage of this act 
by the Legislature strongly smacked of 
the recall of a judicial decision led 
many of the Democrats to fight it in the 
House. It was only by a determined ef- 
fort that a constititional majority 
could be mustered for the measure. 

Mr. Harris of Boone County declared 
the bill should not be passed for the 
reason that it looked like an encroach- 
ment of the Legislature upon the func- 
tions of the Supreme Court. Some feared 
that former Gov. Hadley, who prose- 
cuted the Standard Oil Co., might turn 
the action of the Legislature to political 
account. 

The bill provides that the Standard 
may, by the payment of incorporation 
fees treble the amount required for 
other corporations, continue its busi- 


ness.

LONDON, March 21.—A sensation was 
caused in London today by an an- 
nouncement that, in accordance with 
on order from the Home Office, the 
remains of Lieut. Col. Charles Meeking. 
an aged millionaire British Army offi- 
cer, retired, who died suddenly March 
j, 1912, in his town house, 31 Belgrave 


Square, was dug up yesterday from the 


family grave in the Ivor Church yard 
near Windsor. Col. Meeking was the 


father-in-law of Lieut. Col. Hon. Henry } 


Yarde-Buller. 

Two famous poison experts of 
Home Office medical staff, W. H. 
Wilcox and B. H. Spilsbury, 
the examination at the vault. Wilcox 
was an important witness at the trial 
of Dr. Hawley Harvey Crippen, ‘the 
American dentist in London, who was 
convicted and hanged for the murder 
of his wife, Belle Elmore, actress, at 
their home at Hilldrop Crescent. 

Experts Examine Remains. 

The two poison experts took Col. 
Meeking’s remains from the churchyard 
tc the Eaton mortuary, where it was 
examined. The remains later were re- 
turned to Ivor and were reburied in 
the presence of Chemist Wilcox. 

The executors of Col. Meeking’s es- 
tate assert that the body was _re- 
moved from its grave and subjected to 
examination because the relatives were 
rot satisfied as to the cause of death. 
The original burial certificate gave 
heart failure as the cause. It is now 
denied that the family suspect poison- 
ing. The exact grounds for the suspi- 
cions are not divulged by .the author'i- 
ties. , 

Col. Meeking, who was born in 1839, 
left a personal estate of $3,122,000, be- 
sides real estate and entailed property 
of considerable value. He inherited $1,- 
250,000 from his father, Charles Meeking, 
who established a clothing business in 
Holborn in 1826. The business was after- 
ward bought by Wallis & Co. 

The Colonel's death occurred very sud- 
denly the day his second wife’s parents 
arrived at the home. He had been ap- 
parently in good health the previous 
day. 

French Woman Second Wife. 

The «arst wife of Col. Meeking, whom 
he married in 1863, was Adelaide Caro- 
line, fourth daughter of the late Christo- 
pher Tower of Hantsmoor Park, Bucks, 
Her mother was Lady Sohpia Frances, 
daughter of the first Lord Brownlow. 
The first wife died in 1903, leaving one 
daughter. 

The second wife was a French woman, 
Marie M. A. Sybille Dedous de Pierre- 
feu, Countess of Coligny, who bore the 
Colonel a son and a daughter. She was 
22 when the Colonel married her. Col. 
Meeking was educated at Trinity Col- 
lege, Cambridge. He was admitted to 
the bar in 1866, was a Justice of the 
Peace of the County of Bucks and was 
High Sheriff of the county -in = 1871. 
When he died he was Major and hon- 
orary Lieutenant-Colonel of the Third 
Battalion of Oxfordshire Light Infantry. 
His country seat, inherited from his fa- 
ther, was Richings Park, Colebrook, 
Bucks. 

He.belonged to the Oxford, Cambridge 
and Wellington clubs and was a mem- 
ber of the Royal, Royal Thames and 
Royal Victoria Yacht Squadron. 

His daughter, Adelaide, married, in 
1902, Lieutenant-Colonel, the Honorable 
Henry Yarde-Buller.
